Cost of a Yacht. 


New York Times. 


It costs much more in proportion to build a 


yacht than it does a vessel of aiiy other de- 
scription. Not only aro the very beat of oak 
and other materials required, but tho builders 
expect better pay for the services of themselves 
and their workmen than do the builders of or- 
dinary vessels. There are yacht builders at 
Nyack, Greenpoint, Staten Island, Bay Riclgo, 
City Island, Pamrapo, and various points along 
tho coast and up the Hudson. These men will 
not undertake to build a boat unless they can 
seo their way clearly to the making of a hand- 
some profit. It would bo difficult to havo a. 
seventy-foot yacht built in good style for much 
leas than $10,000, while first-class schooner 
ynchts cost all the way from $10,000 to «i»,UOU. 
There are a number of schooners of less than 
100 tons burden belonging to tho New York 
Yaohtclub, which cost at least $30,000. In 
fitting up these crafts any amount of money 
may be spent In furnishing tho cabin of ono 
of those boats a wealthy gentleman recently 
paid $100 apieco for the curtains of the bertha. 
Steam yachts are more expensive than sailing 
ones. It would be difficult to have ono of tho 
former built for 
much loss than 550,- 


000. 
For about $80,000 a handsome steam 


yacht of something over 
100 tons, ac- 


cording to tbe new government measure- 
ment, can be built. One was launched about a 
year ago, the hull of which, including tho en- 
gines and boilers, cost. SliO.OOO, and by the 
time her cabins were fitted up, and her spars 
and rigging put in shape, she had cost her 
owner over $100.000. Showaa about 250 tons 
burden, according to the now measurement 
Some of tho larger steam yachts which are 
now building will cost a fortune apiece. These 
vessels are in reality steamships, and it is al- 
most as expensive to build one of them aa it IB 
a mail stoamer registering as many thousands 
of tons as the former does hundreds.

private. The young men were fired 
by the example, and company after 
company was formed. 
The dash- 


ing soldier's death, which occurred 
at Madison a few days ago, was caus- 
ed indirectly by exposure while in 
the army. 


THE New ^York Herald intimates 


that if meddlesome people persist in 
their efforts to restrict various classes 
to single blessedness the occupation 
of the census-taker in this happy 
land will certainly be played out at 
an early day.

THE JUBILEE 6EBMON. 


The afternoon meeting of the jubilee 


service added largely to the increasing 
interest as the remarkable services con- 
tinued; the congregation was still larger, 
many more having arrived from surround- 
ing towns. After the opening hymn, Eev. 
E. D. Wilkin, of Danville, led in prayer. 
Dr. Joyce, of Cincinnati, then delivered 
an addresa of gieat power. He is a pleas- 
ing speaker, forcible and effectiva 
He 


took a jubilee text, as he remarked, from 
First John, 5th chapter and 4th verse. 
After a short "comment on it, in which he 
said that whatever God did it was like 
himself; that God had suspended salva- 
tion upon a simple condition. Mental 
action is the easiest action possible, as 
the action of the eye is the easiest of the 
body; so to believe IB easy, and every one 
who has accepted Christ knows that to 
be so. Faith is the touch which brings 
salvation. He illustrated this subject by 
the touch of the child which struck the 
spark that blew the bed of East river up 
to deepen the channel. He followed these 
remarks by several very apt illustrations 
and pleasant recollections of the revival 
of Cincinnati, and expressed his love for 
Bev. Hanison, having been with him in 
Baltimore and Cincinnati in his present 
pastorate. He stated that the revival 
there was abiding; that !IO per cent, of 
the conveits were regular attendants on 
the means of grace. Concerning the 
jubilee he said that the one at Cincinnati 
was a grand one, but this exceeded it, 
and it excelled all lie had seen. The 
Doctor closed his remarks by urging the 
conveits to faithfulnesp. He thought it 
certainly was easier to stand firm in De- 
catur thaa Cjuciuuati, where they had to 
fight the world, the llesb, the devil and 
whisky, and had no Sabbaths. He spoke 
of the love of the pastors for the young 
converts, and their love to those who had 
led them to JesiiH. Short talks were add- 
ed by the pnstors, Bevs. Dimmitt and 
Musffrove, and Dr. Fry, of St. Louis. 
After a song the meeting was dismissed 
with the benediction. 


T1TC NIGHT MEETING. 


The evening services were of unusual 


interest. There was a crowded basement 
at the young people's meeting, and the 
audience room was never so densely 
packed, hundreds going away unable to 
enter. The services were opened by sing- 
ing hymns 78 and 75, and Eev. J. S. Lit- 
tle led in pr.i) er. The jubilee song was 
sung while the collection was being taken 
up. Rev. Hnrrisou made a few remarks 
of great power. He said he had been 
peaceful without great excitement all 
day, but uow he felt like shouting; and 
he gave full vent to his feelings in an ex- 
taey of joyful expressions, and a gust of 
power came, down on the vast audience. 
The 2Cth hymn was sung, and the invita- 
tion extended, when the altar was crowd- 
ed with seekers. Drs. Fry and Joyce 
with sever.il other ministers labored at 
the altar. Quite a number were convert- 
ed and the jubilee meeting of unparal- 
lelled interest closed with the benediction 
by Dr. Jo} ce. 


This great jubilee certainly forms a 


new epoeh in the history of the churches 
of this city. Thousands all around for 
hundreds of miles, as well is thousands 
of the citizens of Decatur, have felt the 
power of this giaud revival, which has 
culminated in 2,000 saved. It is without 
parallel, and we trust that its results may 
never die. 


The Prof. Ragan Lecture. 


"Paris, the Magnificent," was the sub 


ject of the first of the aeries of three illus- 
trated lectures on Europe, given at the 
opera house last night, in the presence of 
a good sized and well pleased audience. 
The hall was darkened, and the large 
pictures of historical and beautiful ob- 
jects of interest in and about Paris, were 
thrown upon a large canvas of 750 square 
feet on the stage bv means of the oxy- 
hydrogen gas light, which illuminated 
the canvas splendidly and brought out 
every point and outline of the objects 
shown. During the exhibition each pict- 
ure was fully and entertainingly ex- 
plained by the Professor, who is remark- 
ably familiar with French history. He 
interspersed his lectures with many amus- 
ing allusions aptly put. The dissolution 
of the views and their quick succession 
by others showed the perfection of the 
apparatus used. As a whole the lecture 
was highly instructive and was greatly 
enjoyed by all present. 


To-night the subject will be "Venice, 


Milan, and the Italian Lakes," of which 
the Chicago Inter-Ocean said:

Mr. Ragan gave his delightful lecture on

his language is choice and poetical, his 
delivery good, so that one may find in- 
structive pleasure listening to his narra- 
tives of purposeful wandering in the ro- 
mance of the old world.

year. 
Such a tremendous mortality 


among that class of infants is mast 
appalling, and can only be account- 
ed for on the ground of the most 
brutal neglect, coupled with a still 
more brutal and wicked mismanage- 
ment on the part of the officials and 
attendants. The foundling is a young 
person who is entirely destitute of 
friends to look after his interests or 
defend him against his enemies, 
otherwise we might look to the So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Children to procure several in- 
dictments for murder in the first de- 
gree against the Tewksbury mana- 
gers.
